organization Plan. 


CUTS NUMBER OF 
MIDDLE CONCERNS 


Under Plan, System’s Elec- 
tric Utilities Would Be 
Owned by One of Three 
Operating Companies. 


By the Associated Press. — 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. — The 
American Water Works & Electric 
Co., moved yesterday to simplify 
its set-up, thus becoming the first 
big holding concern to accept a 
controversial section of the “1935 
Utility Holding Company Act. 

The section empowers the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission to 
force utility concerns to integrate 
their systems, geographically, eco- 
nomically and financially. 

Without waiting for the section 
to become effective Jan. 1, or for 
a decision on the constitutionality 
of the act, the $384,000,000 system 
filed with the commission a vol- 
untary plan of reorganization. 

The plan would eliminate a $75,- 
000,000 sub-holding company, merge 
other companies, and in at least one 
case cut from three to one the 
number of intermediate companies 
between the parent holding com- 
pany and an operating utility. The 
system operates in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, West Virginia, Maryland and 
Virginia. 

Favorable Ruling Requested. 

American Water Works asked the 
commission to rule that its plan 
meets the requirements of the 
1935 ‘law. Observers anticipated 
early approval after learning com- 
mission experts worked with the 
company in formulating the pro- 
posal. A hearing on the plan will 
be held Sept. 18. 

Commission circles were pleased 
by the company’s action. They re- 
called that American Water Works 
was one of the many utilities which 
challenged the act in the courts. 

‘Dissolution of the West Penn 
Electric Co. is the major feature 
of the plan. 

Other changes would eliminate 
intermediate control of the Mon- 
terery Utilites Corporation by the 
Monongahela Securities Co.; make 
the Monongahela West Penn Pub- 
lic Service Co. a direct subsidiary 
of the parent company; make the 
West Virginia Public Service Co. 
a subsidiary of Monongahela West 
Penn; and merge.the South Penn 
Power Co. with its subsidiaries, the 
Ayr Township Electric Co., Licking 
Creek Township Electric Co., and 
the Todd Township Electric Co. 

Simplification. of Structure. 

An example of the simplification 
intended by the reorganization is 
shown by this comparison of the 
lines of control between the parent 
company and the Monterery Utili- 
ties Corporation: 

Present: American Water Works, 
West Penn Electric, West Penn 
Power, Monongahela West Penn, 
Monongahela Securities, Monterery 
Utilities. 

Proposed: American 
Works, West Penn Power, 
terey Utilities. 

After the reorganization, the sys- 
tem’s electric utilities would be 
directly owned by one of three com- 
bination holdinz and operating 
companies — West Penn Power, 
Monongahela West Penn, and the 
Potomac Edison Co., all of which 
would be directly owned by Ameri- 
can Water Works. 

To finance the _ reorganization, 
American Water Works proposed 
to sell $40,000,000 worth of bonds 
and $7,000,000 of common stock to 
the public.

Chinese Defenders Fall Back on Wide Front;

ON THE HONGKEW BATTLE- 
FRONT JUST OUTSIDE OF 
SHANGHAI, Aug. 26.—My observa- 
tion of the battle areas in Japa- 
nese-occupied Hongkew, north of 
the Shanghai International Settle- 
ment, verified today that the Chi- 
nese defenders have fallen back on 
a broad front. Their main lines 
are pitched now well beyond Shang- 
hai University on the Shanghai 
side of the Whangpoo River, north 
of the embattled city. 

Visiting the front lines under mil. 
itary escort, I found the enemies 
facing each other across a “no 
man’s land” about 150 yards wide. 
But there was almost no fighting. 

The Japanese bluejackets seemed 
to be nearly exhausted after more 
than two weeks of incessant battle. 
It was evident that they were con- 
tent merely to hold their positions 
until newly landed azmy reinforce- 
ments could take over their lines. 

Baptist University Intact. 

Despite Chinese claims to the 
contrary, I found that the Univer- 
sity of Shanghai, operated by Amer- 
ican Baptists, is virtually intact. 
The only damage to its buildings. 
the effect of shell splinters, can be 
repaired easily. Moreover, most 
other foreign buildings of any im- 
portance escaped without major 
damage. 

Elsewhere in once-populous and 
thriving Hongkew, however, there 
are square miles of blackened 
wastes because of artillery devasta- 
tion and deliberately set fires. In- 
deed, this once prosperous indus- 
trial district, resembles sections of 
Flanders during the World War. 

In many areas only charred skele- 
tons remain of thousands of dwell- 
ings, stores and small factories. 
Chinese property has suffered most 
heavily, but botn Delligerents seem 


to have avoided bombing the vast 
Hongkew waterworks on which the 
life of a greater part of Shanghai 
depends. | 

Another notable exception is the 
American-owned Shanghai power 
plant, which supplies the greater 
part of the metropolis with light 
and electricity. 

Jail Is Shell-Scarred. 

The saddest spectacle of all is the 
shéell-scarred Ward Road jail which 
stands like a morgue in the midst 
of a scene of desolation. I could 
see some of its 6500 inmates peer- 
ing out from behind barred win- 
dows. They have been incarcerat- 
ed there without hope of escape 
from shell and fire throughout the 
worst fighting. Japanese refused 
to permit their liberation lest they 
join the Chinese army.

Further north, on the Woosung 
battlefields where thousands of Jap- 
anese reinforcements have ianded 
in defiance of Chinese machine gun 
fire, the picture is just as tragic.

Los Angeles Jury Finds Albert 
Dyer Guilty Without Rec- 
ommending Mercy.

LOS ANGELES. Cal., Aug. 26.— 
A jury convicted Albert Dyer today 
of murdering three young Ingle- 
wood girls and made no recommen- 
dation for life imprisonment. This 
means the death penalty for him 
is mandatory. 

The jury of seven men and five 
women received the case at 3:30 p. 
m. Tuesday. Apparentiy it spent 
most of its time in argument over 
whether to recommend life im- 
prisonment. 

Dyer, 32-year-old former WPA 
worker, was accused af. killing 
Melba and Madeline Everett, 9 and 
7 years old, respectively, and Jean- 
ette Stephens, 8, June 26 after lur- 
ing them from Centinela Park in 
Englewood to the Baldwn Hills 
on a supposed rabbit hunt. 

He confessed criminally’ att.ck- 
ing and killing the children, but 
later repudiated his statements and 
pleaded not guilt: on arraignment. 

Public defenders assigned to rep- 
resent him contended the State’s 
case, without the confessions, was 
inadequate and that the’ confes- 
sions were contradictory. 

Dyer sat motionless at the ver- 
dict was read. More than 200 spec- 
tators crowded the comparatively 
small court room. 

Under a new California law, 
Dyer’s case will be appealed auto- 
matically to the State Supreme 
Court for review. If the conviction 
is sustained, he will be hanged. 

Mrs. Grace Calvert, a juror, said: 
“All of us were agreed from the 
first that Dyer was guilty. The only 
difference of opinion was as to the 
degree of punishment.”

View.’

SHANGHAI, Aug. 26.—Japanese 
naval authorities threatened today 
to include American and other for- 
eign shipping in the 800-mile block- 
ade of China’s seacoast established 
by Japan to relieve the pressure on 
its land troops in the Shanghai 


area. 
A spokesman for the third Jap- 


anese fleet, warning of the possible 
extension of the blockade, declared 
that “foreign shipping along the 
China coast may be halted by Jap- 
anese warships patrolling the area.” 

He added: “We exercise the priv- 
flege of pre-emption towards for- 
eign bottoms carrying a cargo 
which in time of war would con- 
stitute contraband.” 

(In international law, “pre-emp- 
tion” is the right of a belligerent 
to seize and purchase at an ap- 
praised price other contraband of 
war than absolute contraband be- 
longing to a neutral and on the way 
to the enemy in its own territory or 
on the high seas er in unappropri- 
ated territory.) 

Patrol for 800 Miles. 

Admiral Kiyoshi Hasegawa, com- 
mander of the third Japanese fleet, 
specifically exempted foreign ship- 
ping from the blockade he pro- 
claimed yesterday. The Japanese 
naval patrol was established from 
the mouth of the Yangtze River, 
just north of Shanghai, for 800 
miles to the south, extending the 
zone of undeclared war to all the 
Central and Southern China coast. 

The threat to include foreign 
shipping came after the Japanese 
effort to pinch off the Chinese 
front lines north of Shanghai and 
open the way to the city, had been 
thwarted by the Chinese. 

The Japanese naval spokesman 
declared that absence of a declara- 
tion of war was “merely a legal 
view, as hostilities are going on” 
and indicated Japan must take 
wartime measures to prevent sup- 
plies from reaching the Chinese. 


Statement of Spokesman. 


His statement follows: 

“Foreign shipping along the Chi- 
na coast may be halted by Japanese 
warships patrolling the area. While 
foreign craft are not subject to 
seizure and will not be compelled 
to change their course they are lia- 
ble to be boarded by Japanese par- 
— sent to ascertain their national- 

ty. 

“Chinese ships will be detained 
regardless of whether they are car- 
rying arms and military equip- 
ment. Inasmuch as this is not a 
wartime blockade we are unable 
to stop foreign craft from carrying 
armament to China. 

“However, we exercise the priv- 
ilege of pre-emption towards for- 
eign bottoms carrying a cargo 
which in time of war would con- 
stitute contraband. 

“The blockade was declared in 
view of the absence of a declara- 
tion of war by either belligenent, 
which has prevented third parties 
from_ recognizing a state of war: 
but this merely a legal view, as 
hostilities are going on.”

NANKING, Aug. 26.—Because the 
Chinese people have done no more 
than endeavored to live their own 
lives in peace and transform the 
chaotic aftermath of revolution into 
unified order and progress, they 
are being slaughtered wherever the 
Japanese can get at them. 

Japan bitterly resents China as- 
suming the status of a unified na- 
tion or an economically organized 
and sound one. The progress of 
China is not only anathema to Ja- 
pan but the thought of it enrages 
her to fury. 

Japan seizes Chinese territory 

while the whole world gazes at the 
spectacle. She recently assembled 
a great fleet in the Whangpoo 
F.iver, which is Shanghai’s harbor, 
and cleared the ships of that fleet 
for action. 
When the excuse was considered 
ample, she used them under the 
shelter of foreign men-of-war to 
cannonade hundreds of thousands 
of innocent Chinese out of their 
homes and cause the flight of thou- 
sands of foreigners from their 
peaceful pursuits in the adjoining 
part of the international settlement. 
China is fighting on her own soil 
for defense of her hearth, homes 
and honor, just as any self-respect- 
ing nation has the right and duty 
to do. And she is not afraid. 

Japan may be organized as a 
fighting machine, but China has 
found her soul and will defend her 
people’s rights. 

China has conceded so much in 
the past. She has suffered and 


She has accepted 
much humiliation. She even en- 
dured the violent rape of Man- 
churia, to the wonderment of the 
world, but only because ; he wished 
to put her own house in order and 
to effect national unity and a 
peace and prosperity which surely 
would have been participated in by 
the whole world. 

The wonderful strides she was 
making toward this end were too 
much for Japanese army leaders, 
who saw in an organized China 
frustration of their long-cherished 
ambition—to erect at China’s ex- 
pense a continental empire from 
where they could defy the whole 
world. 


They struck soon because they 
deemed the time propitious and be- 
cause if they delayed it migtkt be 
too late. 

Again I say that China must suf- 
fer. But she is unafraid, feeling 
that what Japan is doing is against 
the laws of both God and nature. 


Justice has disappeared from 
practical politics if the signatories 
of solemn treaties can calmly con- 
template war being inflicted upon 
an innocent and weak people with- 
out protest or restraint. 

Retribution still will surely come 
in time as punishment for those 
who inflict the evil that is now 
vomiting death and destruction 
widespread about this land. 

To the people of America, and 
especially the women, I say China 
will do her best to save herself 
and uphold her honor. 

China knows only too well the 
horrors that confront her and the 
suffering that lies ahead. 

But China is not afraid.

AMERICANS ORGANIZED 
TO EVACUATE SHANGHAI 


Officials Work Out Details to 
Move 2500 Quickly If 
Necessary. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 26.—United 
States officials today completed 
plans for the defense of Americans 
in Shanghai and, “if the worst 
comes,” for their complete. evacua- 
tion by navy ship. Twenty-five 
hundred Americans remain here, 
700 of them women. 

Further evacuations are planned 
and a scheme has been drawn up 
for concentration at one spot of 
those who remain, in event of an 
emergency. Under the emergency 
plans each man and woman knows 
what is expected of him or her. 
The Emergency Committee has 
provided money for a number of 
destitute Americans, to be used for 
evacuation in an emergency. 

300 Filipinos Evacuated. 
Filipinos are receiving the same 
consideration as Americans. Three 
hundred have been evacuated and 
other hundreds are ready to leave. 
The commonwealth government 
has indicated that future housing 
and other expenses of refugees to 
Manila would be the responsibility 
of the Philippine capital. 

Authorities consider a lessening 
of hostilities only a lull before Jap- 
anese, with reinforcements, under- 
take to expel the Chinese from 
Shanghai. Because of this foreign- 
ers are doing all they can to 
strengthen their defenses. 

It has been pointed out that if 
the Japanese push from Woosung, 
at the mouth of the Whangpoo 
River, through northern Shanghai, 
northern: borders of the Interna- 
tional Settlement will be subjected 
to new pressure by Chinese armies. 

Neutral Zones Not Favored. 

Efforts of diplomats to establish 
a neutral zone is seemingly unac- 
ceptable to both sides. 

One foreign official complained 
that cotton mills at Woosung, own- 
ed by the Chinese owners of the 
Wing On Department Store, 
flown American flags while Chin- 
ese snipers concealed in the mills 
fired on Japanese being landed 
from the Whangpoo River. Japa- 
nese planes disregarded the flags 
and bombed the mills. The official 
asked foreign consuls to stop such 
abuses of their flags. He asserted 
that the Red Cross flags were sim- 
ilarly misused.

‘CEASE AND DESIST’ ORDER 
FOR CORRESPONDENCE SCHOOL 


Federal Trade Commission Takes 
Action Against Public Insti- 
tute of St. Louis. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—An or- 
der of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion today directed the Public Serv- 
ice Institute, a St. Louis corre- 
spondence school, to “cease and de- 
sist” from misrepresentations in the 


sale of its courses. 
The order specified a misleading 
refund agreement; representation 
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that enrollment for the school’s 
courses constituted enrollment for 
civil service examinations; repre- 
sentation that the school was con- 
nected with the United States Gov- 
ernment; and exaggeration of the 
number of students of the school 
who have passed civil service ex- 
aminations. 


Clarence D. De Montreville, pres- 
ident of the school, which has head- 
quarters at 425 De Baliviere ave- 
nue, told the Post-Dispatch last 
April, following the filing of a Fed- 
eral Trade Commission complaint 
against the school, that it would 
go out of business. De Montreville 


said the school would continue to 
furnish courses to students already 
enrolled, but would seek no new 
business.

“Unity” and “progressive” badges 
were in evidence on the coat lapels 
of delegates and the convention 
floor hummed with discussion of 
rival policies. A move to bar wear- 
ing insignia was ruled out of order. 

Thé newest strife in a series of 
eonflicts which have stalemated the 
convention since , Monday was 
touched off by Jo Anderson of 
Detroit. Rising on’a point of or- 
der, Anderson declared the conven- 
tion “had reached the saturation 
point in long-winded speeches, in- 
cluding extemporaneous remarks by 
the president.” 

“Go down and ask the constitu- 
tion committee why a minority is 
holding up the work of this com- 
mittee,” countered Martin. “Why 
it is seeking to embarrass this con- 
vention. It is because they are ob- 
structionists using obstructive tac- 
tics.” 

Immediately shouting delegates 
in all corners jumped to their feet 
for recognition. During the pande- 
monium, a motion to adjourn was 
shouted out. Martin then recognized 
Walter Reuther of Detroit, a “uni- 
ty” faction leader, who voiced the 
opinion the chair was “very unfair 
and not at all conducive to further 
harmony when he says a minority 
is obstructing reports of commit- 
tees.” 

The convention still is awaiting 
the constitution committee report, 
while the credentials committee is 
struggling to settle the dispute over 
seating nine Michigan delegates— 
a matter which was referred back 
to the committee, under pressure 
of the “unity” faction. 

Condemns Internal Politics. 

Earlier last night, the convention 
adopted a resolution condemning in- 
ternal politics. The _ resolution 
“thoroughly condemned” as being 
detrimental to the union a practice 
by which “members on the payroll 
have used their positions in promot- 
ing politics within the international 
union.” 

Delegates adopted an amended 
resolution, recommending that $10,- 
000, instead of $1000, be given by 
the U A W to a defense fund for 
Tom Mooney who has served 21 
years in California prisons after 
conviction of participation in the 
1916 Preparedness day bombing in 
San Francisco. The convention also 
recommended that the Committee 
for Industrial Organization insti- 
tute a national campaign to obtain 
a pardon for Mooney. 

Without debate, delegates voted 
. down a resolution proposing that 
“price-fixing” be included in any 
industry-wide agreements made 
with the U A W as a means of 
insuring higher wages. 

The convention also adopted a 
resolution advocating formation of 
an office workers’ division of the 
U A W to include typists, stenog- 
raphers, bookkeepers, accountants, 
and general office workers in the 
automotive industry. 

Speaker Assails Vigilantes. 

Isadore Polier of New York, a 
member of the National Executive 
Board of the Lawyers’ Guild, urged 
workers to campaign for improve- 
ment of laws affecting workmen’s 
compensation, unemployment insur- 
ance, and old-age security. Polier 
denounced the vigilante movement, 
declaring: “Financed by industry, it 
ls an auxiliary army of thugs and 
strikebreakers. It has set ‘itself 
above law and has had the effron- 
tery to declare that the right of |a-

All these documents were sent to 
the Federal Trade Commission 
Tuesday with the suggestion that 
the St. Louis case probably would 
be pertinent to the commission’s in- 
vestigation of the glass industry na- 
tionally. 

Should the commission act. ss ##¢ 
could issue a “cease and desist” 
order, involving no penalty for of- 
fenses found to have been com- 
mitted before the order was issued. 
If new bids, however, presented evi- 
dence of violation of the cease and 
desist order, the Department of 
Justice might re-enter the case. . 

In its complaint against the na- 
tional manufacturers and distribu- 
tors of glass, issued last June, the 
Federal Trade Commission charged 
a@ conspiracy to fix discriminatory 
prices tending to increase the cost 
of glass to the public. 

Respondents in this action have 
until Sept. 12 to file their answer 
to the complaint. Until the answer 
has been filed no further step will 
be taken.

‘ities. Last week-end Bangs per- 
}sonally directed raids in which 10 
devices were seized. 

“T said when I came into office 
that I would not tolerate police

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT SIGNS 
THIRD DEFICIENCY MEASURE 


Bill Authorizes $65,000,000 Worth of 
Tariff Receipts to Be Used for 
Cotton Subsidies. 

By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed today the 
third deficiency bill, appropriating 
$87,662,000 for various Government 
departments and agencies. 

The measure also authorizes the 
use of $65,000,000 of tariff receipts 
for subsidies to cotton farmers in 
connection with a Government ef- 
fort to stabilize the price at 12 
cents a pound. 

These subsidies, to be paid next 
year on this year’s crop to farm- 
ers who comply with surplus con- 
trol legislation to be enacted next 
session, will be equivalent to the 
difference between the average 
price at 10 spot markets and 12 
cents. 

The President has not decided 
how much the Government . will 
lend on this year‘s crop to help in 
the price pegging effort. He has 
been requested by Secretary Wal- 
lace to make the loan 9 cents a 
pound while Cotton State Senators 
have urged 10 cents. 

The largest item in the deficiency 
bill as far as new appropriations 
are concerned, is $25,000,000 for con- 
struction of public buildings. The 
bill also carries $10,000,000 to start 
the farm tenancy aid program and 
another $10,000,000 for retirement 
of sub-marginal lands. 

It was one of 58 bills which the 
President approved, leaving 81 yet 
to be acted upon. 


ILLINOIS CONGRESSMAN TALKS 
TO ROOSEVELT ABOUT DUCKS 


L. L. Boyer Says He Told President 
Use of Live Decoys Would 
Conserve Wild Fowl. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Repre- 
sentative Lewis L. Boyer of Quincey, 
Ill., said today he believed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would permit the 
use of live decoys in duck hunting 
after the present regulations for 
hunting migratory fowl expire. 

Boyer discussed the matter with 
the President yesterday. “We can’t 
help the duck hunters right away, 
because the new regulations were 
signed Aug. 4,” Boyer said. “But 
I think that if the President had 
heard my story he would not have 
barred the live decoys.” 

He said he told the President 
other decoys keep birds so far from 
the hunters that many are hit and 
get away to die later, but few are 
brought down. “Right now it’s a 
hundred shots for 10 ducks,” he 
said. “This does not help to con- 
serve them. There would be more 
birds if they permitted the hunters 
to use tame ducks as decoys.”

ANOTHER ARTIST SAYS HE pened 
PICTURE OF CHRIST IN CELL 


Ohio Man Offers to Complete Work 
In St. Louis Police Head- 
quarters. 

In the three weeks that have 
elapsed since the Post-Dispatch de- 
scribed the legends that have aris- 
en regarding the “holy cell” at Po- 
lice Headquarters, several amateur 
artists have come forward, each 
saying he drew the picture’ of 
Christ on the Cross in the cell that 
has now been kept vacant and con- 
stantly lighted for five years. 

The latest claimant is Melba 
Perry, an itinerant artist and house 
painter who lives on the outskirts 
of Hamilton, O. He announced to 
reporters there that he had been 
in the holdover in St. Loui: * one 
night and had sketched the re- 
ligious drawing just as he had done 
in jail cells at Lincoln, Neb.; Den- 
ver, Colo., and Los Angeles, Cal., 
and in transient camps near Los 
Angeles and Juarez, Mexico.

542 Seek Share—Court Con- 
troversy Over Whether Mrs. 
Wood Was “Irrational.” 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 26. — There 
was much mild controversy before 
Surrogate Foley today as to wheth- 
er the late Mrs. Ida E. Wood was 
“irrational” when she counted the 
eggs in the icebox in the mornings 
to be sure no one had taken any. 

The surrogate, facing a _  court- 
room crowded with claimants’ to 
Mrs. Wood's $877,500 fortune, lis- 
tened to testimony from which he 
must determine who Mrs. Wood 
was before her marriage to the late 
Benjamin Wood; whether she was 
a Crawford, a Walsh, a Welsh or a 
Mayfield. 

A nurse who attended the 93-year- 
old woman in her Herald Square 
hotel quarters shortly before her 
death in 1932, testified that Mrs. 
Wood often said her father was 
Patrick Walsh—“but it sounded like 
Welsh sometimes,” the witness, 
Miss Isabelle Johnstone. said. 


Sewed Fortune in Her Dress. 

“She used to bemoan the fact 
that her money had been taken,” 
Miss Johnstone testified, referring 
to the action of the court in tak- 
ing charge of the fortune in cur- 
rency the old lady had kept sewn 
in her dress. 

“She used to go to the window 
and call out to police to help her 
get her money back. She would 
accuse the nurse of taking an egg, 
forgetting that she herself had had 
one the night before. She would 
carefully count each egg, then say: 
‘Oh, a nurse must have taken an 
egg.” 

“She used to say she had been 
wronged and that her money was 
in the hands of a string of law- 
yers.” 

Lawyer Henry Uterhart, repre- 
senting about 150 Mayfield claim- 
ants, asked the witness if Mrs. 
Wood had shown “any other sign” 
of being irrational. 

Surrogate Foley 
asked: 
delusions? Is 
her money 
lawyers?” 

“We hope it will be eventually,” 
replied Lawyer Uterhart, now smil- 
ing himself. About 50 lawyers rep- 
resenting claimants were in court. 


Massaged Face With Brush. 

When Miss Johnstone was 
asked for instances of “other irra- 
tionalities,” she repljed: “She used 
to sit before a mirror for hours 
and massage her face with a little 
brush. I would call that eccentric. 
And it certainly was irrational of 
her to think a nurse would stoop 
so low as to take an egg.” 

Nearly half of the 1019 claim- 
ants to the estate have been elimi- 
nated from consideration by Surro- 
gate Foley. Of the 542 persons left 
in the contest, 537 base their hopes 
on the final determination of Mrs. 
Wood’s maiden name. Approxi- 
mately 60 per cent of them contend 
she was Ida Walsh Mayfield, born 
in New Orleans, La. The remain- 
ing contestants assert her name 
was Walsh, Welsh or Crawford.

France Raises Price of Bread 
And Wheat in Series of Decrees 


Council of Ministers Trying to Cut Adverse 
Trade Balance—No Statement on Nation- 
: alization of Railroads. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Aug. 26.—The cost of liv- 
ing in France, already rising be- 
cause of the devaluation of the 
franc, was boosted’ again yesterday 
when the Government of Premier 
Camille Chautemps increased the 
price of wheat and bread. 

The action was part of a series 
of decrees affecting the economic 
life of the nation promulgated at a 
meeting of the Council of Ministers 
on the advice of Finance Minister 
Georges Bonnet. 

The program was designed to 
stimulate production and cut the 
adverse French trade balance. 

August wheat will sell for 180 
francs a quintal (about $1.95 a 
bushel, nearly 25 cents a bushel 
more than last year) under the 
terms of the Government decree. 

The price of a kilogram loaf of 
bread was increased from 2.35 
francs to 2.50 francs (about 8 cents 
for a two-pound loaf). 

Experts said the new price of 
wheat, which will continue to in- 
crease about 1 cent a bushel each 
month, would necessitate a further 


rise in the cost of bread, although 
there is an ample harvest. 

The decree was intended to aid 
wheat poducers. Other decrees 
benefited debtors, industrialists and 
holders of Government bonds. 

Delay in the payments of debts 
was authorized for merchants, 
manufacturers, artisans and “all 
other debtors of good faith.” 

Low interest rates on loans made 
to improve the equipment of indus- 
trial firms and for construction of 
buildings were provided. 

The 10 per cent tax on interest 
on Government bonds which had 
been paid by the holders was wiped 
out. 

The council also provided for a 
Sweeping investigation into all 
phases of French industry to deter- 
mine what can be done to increase 
production. 

No statement was made on the 
reported decision of the Cabinet to 
carry through a modified nationali- 
zation of the country’s 26,000 miles 
of railroads, which was one of the 
most pressing problems facing the 
ministers. 


FULL SALES TAX ON PRICE 
OF NEW AUTOS HELD VALID 


Missouri Supreme Court Rules Levy 
Applies to Total Cost, Regard-: 
less of Used Car Trade-in.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 26— 
Provisions in the State sales tax 


law which state the levy should be 
collected on the total selling price 
of new automobiles, although used 
cars are traded in on the purchase, 
were held valid today by Division 
No. 2 of the Missouri Supreme 
Court. 

The ruling was made in reversing 
a St. Louis Circuit Court opinion in 
a case involving the Hallenberg- 
Wagner Motor Co. 

The provision held valid was in 
the old one-half of 1 per cent sajes 
tax law, passed in 1934, but it has 
been included in the subsequent 1 
per cent and 2 per cent acts. 

Walter H. Bohling, Commissioner 
who wrote the opinion, said: “The 
rate applies alike to all retailers, 
whether they accept or do not ac- 
cept merchandise, new or old, in 
part payment—alike to retailers 
merchandising new automobiles; 
retailers merchandising used auto- 
mobiles; retailers merchandising 
new and used automobiles; retail- 
ers merchandising goods, wares and 
merchandise—the country store ac- 
cepting products of the farm in 
part payment as well as automobile 
retailers accepting used automo- 
biles or other commodities or serv- 
ices in part payment.”

OF STEEL BONDS IN GUILDERS 


Action Filed by Four Foreign Cor- 
porations Is Result of Gold 
Clause Abrogation.

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—Another 


international law suit growing out 


of the 1933 gold clause abrogation 
was filed in United States District 
Court yesterday when four foreign 
corporations began an action to en- 
force payment in Dutch guilders of 
the principal and interest on LacKa- 
wanna steel bonds. 

The bill of complaint says that 
the Bethlehem Steel Co. (which 
took over the Lackawanna prop- 
erties), has refused in the past to 
pay in Amsterdam, Holland, guild- 
ers on the coupons detached from 
Lackawanna bonds. 

The complaint declares. that 
Bethlehem Steel Co. proposes to pay 
to domestic holders of these bonds 
only the cable rate of exchange, 
which it is stated is equivalent to 
payment only of the face dollar 
amount of the bonds. The com- 
plaint also states that the Bethle- 
hem Steel Co. has offered to pay to 
foreign holders who supply certain 
proof satisfactory to the Bethlehem 
Steel Co., in foreign currencies but 
that this requirement is unau- 
thorized. 

The plaintiffs are Anglo-Con- 
tinental Trust Co., of the Nether- 
lands; Hydropress Hanwels, A. G.; 
Mondiale MHandels-Und Verwal- 
tungs, A. G., and Anglo Continentele 
Treuhand, A. G., all of Liechten- 
stein.

SPANISH INSURGENTS 


Threat of Reprisals if More 
Ships Are Attacked Is 
Sen{ to Franco.

LONDON, Aug. 26.—Stung by 
what the London Times called “pi- 
racy” on the Mediterranean, the 
British Government today threat- 
ened Spanish insurgents with re- 
prisals and prepared for a show- 
down on the long-paralyzed Span- 
ish non-intervention machinery. 

Through its Spanish Ambassa- 
dor, Sir Henry G. Chilton, at Hen- 
daye, a blunt protest was trans- 
mitted to Insurgent Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco, warning against 
a repetition of attacks on British 
ships. “If there is any repetition 
of these attacks,” the message said, 
“the British Government must _ re- 
serve to itself the right to take such 
action as the occasion demands.” 

The action followed the recent at- 
tempt by two planes to bomb the 
freighter Noemijulia in the West- 
ern Mediterranean. The freighter, 
carrying phosphates to Barcelona, 
Spanish Government port, evaded 
the bombers.

FEDERAL INCORPORATION ACT 


Firms Doing Interstate Business 
Would Be Required to Obtain 
Licenses From U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Sena- 
tor Borah (Rep.), Idaho, said today 
he and Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, have agreed to collabo- 
rate in writing a new Federal in- 
corporation act for introduction at 
the next session of Congress. 

His announcement of arrange- 
ments for joint action by the two 
major Senate proponents of Federal 
charter for businesses came simul- 
taneously with hints that the New 
Deal might get back of such leg- 
islation. 

Administration officials were re- 
ported studying a new campaign 
against monopoly, and eyeing Fed- 
eral incorporation as a possible ve- 
hicle. 

Borah and O'Mahoney have pur- 
sued the same general objective in 
bills previously introduced, but un- 
der somewhat different theories. 
Borah has stressed the need *-~ 
such legislation primarily to break 
up monopoly. O’Mahoney has ar- 
gued the same idea, but has also 
pictured Federal incorporation as a 
means of requiring certain labor 
standards in interstate businesses. 

Under their measures, any cor- 
portation doing interstate business 
would have to obtain a charter 
from the Federal] Government, in- 
stead of operating, as at present, 
under a state charter. 


FORMER NEWSPAPER WRITER 
BLACKLISTED BY FASCISTS 


Albin Johnson Held at Border 
When He Tries to Accompany 
Grover Whalen to Rome. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Aug. 26.—Albin Johnson, 
New York newspaper man who 
once wrote articles the Italians re- 
garded as anti-Fascist, found him- 
self temporarily on the Fascist 
blacklist today when he tried to 
enter the country to transact New 
York World’s Fair business. 

Accompanying Grover Whalen, 
head of the New York 1939 fair, 
Johnson was stopped at the fron- 
tier. Whalen proceeded to Rome, 
where he will meet Premier Musso- 
lini and sign a contract with the 
Italian Government tomorrow for 
Italy’s participation in the fair. 

However, the Ministry of Popu- 
lar Culture tonight said officially 
that a special order had been is- 
sued to permit Johnson's entry in- 
to Italy. 

While Johnson was the old New 
York World's correspondent for the 
League of Nations in Geneva - ae 
years ago, he occasionally came to 
Italy and wrote critically of 
Fascism. 


SEAMEN ON AMERICAN LINER 
IN FIGHT WITH ITALIAN POLICE 


Nine of the Crew Missing at 
Naples; Others Kept Aboard 
at Genoa.

GENOA, Italy, Aug. 26. — With 
nine of the crew of the Dollar liner 
President Adams missing in Naples 
and trouble reported brewing 
among the others, the seamen were 
kept aboard by Genoa police dur- 
ing the ship’s stop here today. 

The Captain reported to the Unit- 
ed States Consul-General, Warden 
M. Wilson, that shortly before the 
departure from Naples several] sail- 
ors came aboard drunk. 

They got into a quarrel with 
Italian policemen, one of whom 
fired a shot into the air after he 
was struck. A free-for-all fight 
started aboard the President Ad- 
ams and some of the seamen left 
the ship.

New York Illustrators Say They 
Merely “Sell Use of Brains.”

SENATOR KING 
PRUPOSES CLARK 
UR BYRD IN 1940 


Candidate Should Be Man 
Outside Inner Circle of 
New Deal, He Says, Em- 
phasizing Split. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. — A 
proposal from Senator King (Dem.), 
Utah, that the 1940 Democratic 
presidential candidate be a man 
from outside the New Deal’s inner 
circle emphasized today the funda- 
mental split within the party. 
King said the nominee should 
be someone like Senators Byrd of 


Virginia, Clark of Missouri, or 
Bailey of North Carolina. He as 
serted he could not “second the 
nomination” by Senator Minton 
(Dem.), of Paul V. McNutt. 

King was one of the leading op- 
ponents of the Roosevelt court bill 
and the three Senators he named 
also were opposed to the meas- 
ure as well as many other New 
Deal proposals. 

McNutt, former Indiana Govern- 
or and now America: High Com- 
missioner to the Philippines, is de- 
scribed by his friends as seeing eye- 
to-eye with the New Deal. 

Sees No Chance for Radical. 

King said it was “too early” to 
pick the Democratic nominee, but 
added: 

“I feel sure that the candidate 
will not be Communistic or radical, 
but will be a genuine Democrat 
who will defend the Constitution 
and maintain democratic institu- 
tions.” 

At the same time, King dis- 
counted the possibility of a perma- 
nent split within the Democratic 
party, forecasting that it would 
“continue as the progressive and 
liberal party of our country.” 


Barkley Says Party Has Hurled 
Back Attempt to Split It. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Senate 
Majority Leader Barkley sailed for 
Europe yesterday, leaving behind 
a statement to be distributed to 
newspaper men, asserting “there 
has been no breakdown in the 
President's leadership” and “the 
Democratic party has hurled back 
attempts to divide or weaken it.” 

He said wage and hour, Govern- 
ment reorganization and farm price 
tabilization legislation were virtual- 
ly certain of passage at the next 
session of Congress, and that the 
President’s power and flood con- 
trol development program would 
receive “careful study and consid- 
eration.” 

Recent Supreme Court decisions 
have removed “most of the barriers 
to the accomplishment of the New 
Deal program,” he said, “by giving 
a new meaning to the due process 
clause, the commerce clause and the 
general welfare clause.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed today the 
measure to close loopholes in the 
income tax law. The measure, re-

SOVIETS TEXTBOOK 
PRAISES SOME CZARS 


Faces of Nobles Brightened 
and Christianization Is 
Called Step Forward.

MOSCOW, Aug. 26.—The Soviet 
Union’s discovery of its Russian 
past—formerly considered unprofit- 
able for young, Bolsheviks to study, 
—advanced a significant step yes- 
terday with the publication of the 
first excerpts from a new history 
book for school children prepared 
on instructions from the Central 
Committee of the Communist party. 
These show that the Czars and Boy- 
ars (Nobles) have emerged from 
the obloquy of recent years with 
their historical faces considerably 
brightened. 

The country’s history teachers 
have waited 17 months without 
textbooks for schoolroom use while 
a special jury considered a number 
of competing manuscripts. The or- 
der was given yesterday for pub- 
lication of 5,000,000 copies of a text 
written by Prof. A. V. Shestakov, 
who was awarded 75,000 rubles 
(nominally $15,000). Many imperial 
Russians with recently tarnished 
glories have been refurbished for 
the next generation of Soviet pu- 
pils. Peter the Great is described 
in the textbook as “an intelligent 
and active Czar.” His rule over 
Russia, according to the new his- 
tory, although in the interests of 
the land owners and merchants, 
was “distinguished by its progres- 
sive character.” 

Christianity “Step Forward.” 

Similarly, the Christianization of 
Russia no longer will be taught to 
young Russians as an unmitigated 
calamity. The new text says: “Com- 
pared with paganism, it marked a 
real step forward in Russian devel- 
opment.” 

All through Russian history the 
same revision of the early Bolshe- 
vik contempt for their predecessors 
is now made orthodox by the new 
textbook. 

Ivan III is praised for his strug- 
gle against the Mongol Golden 
Hofde, and Alexander Nevsky, who 
defeated the Baltic Germans on the 
ice of Chudsky Lake in 1242, ap- 
proaches the stature of a national 
hero in the new history. Under him, 
says the textbook, the Russians “de- 
cisively defeated the enemy and 
freed their land from its German 
ravishers.” 

Among interesting revision of the 
earlier texts is found in the sum- 
mation of the recent activity of 
Nikolai Bukharin and Alexei Ry- 
kov, two of the most prominent 
early Bolshevik leaders. Both have 
been under arrest for many months 
without the publication of any fore 
mal charges against them. Accord- 
ing to the new history, they or- 
ganized, with the aid of the exiled 
Leon Trotsky, a band of murderers, 
wreckers and spies, which assassi- 
nated Sergei M. Kirov, a member 
of the Politburo, in December, 1934,

HE following is an experience I had 
this week in a county J. P. court: 


MR. ROOSEVELT AND DEMOCRACY. 
With incredible effrontery, Mr. Roosevelt reopens 
the whole question of packing the Supreme Court 
and of “reforming” the Federal judiciary, and sets it 
up as unfinished business of his administration. 

We say “with incredible effrontery” because it shows 
the President's complete contempt for the processes 
of democracy and his uncurbed ambition to wreck 
the independence of the judiciary. 

Only a few days ago, at Roanoke, Va., the Presi- 
dent told of his devotion to democracy. “My anchor,” 
he said, “is democracy—and more democracy.” 

Let us examine this piece of rhetoric in the light 
of the President’s actual performance. 

He sprang his revolutionary scheme to destroy 
the balance of power in the Federal Government 
in a message to Congress last Feb. 5. He did not 
consult the members of Congress beforehand and 
he even withheld his plan from his official family, 
the Cabinet, with the exception of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cummings. This was divulged by the Presi- 
dent himself at his press conference on Feb, 12. 
According to the President, only three men were 
privy to the scheme—himself, Mr. Cummings and So- 
licitor-General Stanley Reed. 

Is it anchoring to democracy to concoct in secret a 
plan to impair the structure of American government, 
as set up by the Constitution? 

The whole strategy of the President’s message was 
to catch Congress by surprise and to cause the scheme 
to be railroaded to passage, as so many other of his 
proposals had been railroaded. 

Is that anchoring to democracy? 

Congress, however, refused to be stampeded. On 
this great issue, it refused to be a rubber stamp. 
Members of Congress took the issue to the country, 
and there ensued a nationwide debate of unprece- 
dented thoroughness. On the one side were the Pres- 
ident, his yes-men and his trigger-men, like Mr. Far- 
ley; on the other were gallant members of the Sen- 
ate and House, who, in opposing the President, were 
taking their political lives in their hands. 

Democracy was at work. A full, free, uncensored 
discussion of a public question—the primary safe- 
guard of democracy—put the President’s plan to the 
test. 

The fight was led from beginning to end by distin- 
guished members of the President’s own party, in- 
cluding such outstanding progressives as Senator 
Wheeler of Montana. 

Last month, came the crucial test when the Senate 
killed the court-packing plan and passed instead the 
mild measure which the President has signed. 

No other presidential proposal in history has been 
so soundly repudiated by a legislative branch in which 
the President’s own party had a huge majority. 
Never was there a more clear-cut operation of the 
processes of democracy. 

Yet Mr. Roosevelt now ignores the outcome of a na- 
tional debate that raged for six months. 
temptuously dismisses the considered action of Con- 
gress. 

Is this anchoring to democracy? 

We have no fear that the President’s statement 
of yesterday will revive the court scheme. It has 
died a death from which there is no resurrection. 

But does not the statement expose the sham and 
hypocrisy of the President’s professions of devotion 
to democracy? Does it not increase the suspicion 
that the President is not satisfied short of complete 
mastery over all the branches of the Government? 
Does it not place the country on guard against this 
ruthlessly ambitious man? 

“HAMLET” WITHOUT THE PRINCE. 

If the public stays away in droves from Monday’s 
fight between Joe Louis and Tommy Farr, the public 
will show an excellent sense of discrimination. If it 
packs Yankee Stadium at prices ranging from $1.50 
to $23, it deserves the bilking it is getting. For 
even though, contrary to expectations, Farr proves to 
be a worthy foe, the man who should enter the 
ring to oppose Louis is Max Schmeling, who knocked 
out Louis in June, 1936.

THE THREATENED BARNES HOSPITAL STRIKE. 

If organized labor wants to hand itself another 
black eye, it will call a strike at Barnes Hospital 
and disorganize the care of the sick. 

We hasten to say that the pay of hospital employes 
is miserably low and that the hours of work are often 
far too long. It is no defense of this to point out. 
as the hospital authorities do, that the institution 
is devoted to the service of the community and is op- 
erated without profit. This is to argue that employes 
of such an institution should be martyrized. 

But if ever a labor dispute should be confined to 
the conference table, it is in the case of a hospital, 
where the services of even the Jeast important em- 
ploye may affect helpless patients who lie on the 
hospital beds. In New York recently, striking hos- 
pital employes were sent to jail under a State law 
which protects the sick against hospital walkouts. 

We trust union leaders will have the common sense 
not to call this strike. 

Meanwhile, at the root of this particular dispute 
is the haywire state of medical economics which 
makes a great hospital like Barnes a mendicant, on 
‘the one hand, depending largely on charity for sus- 
tenance, and an unreasonable and unjust employer 
on the other.

ROBABLY the sooner we lose the illu- 
P sion that John Bull and Uncle Sem be- 

long to the same clan, the better. We 
have been adequately warned, often enough, 
by people who really know the British; but 
the fact that we can land at Liverpool with- 
out a dictionary has made us neglect the 
warnings. 

Nothing, perhaps, could have been more 
useful to the thoughtful American than the 
spectacle of British behavior since last De 
cember. During that period, the British 
people have neatly debunked the reputation 
that they have, for decades, been busily 
building up for foreign consumption—acting, 
in the most amazing way, as their own coun- 
ter-propagandists. 

This was really the disillusioning fact: not 
that a few people in power behaved badly— 
people in power often do—but that a nation 
of “sportsmen” (as the British are so fond 
of calling themselves) should have applaud- 
ed their bad behavior and given themselves 
up, 20,000,000 strong, to an orgy of kicking a 
man after he was down.

Let me say at once that I am not criticis- 
ing the British for getting ridgof Edward 
VIII. I do not know the secret history of 
the abdication. 

However, the next time a Briton an- 
nounces that speech is freer in England than 
in America (citing those Hyde Park soap- 
boxers) and talks about what is and what 
is not “cricket,” I shall be tempted to make 
some mute, derisive gesture. Why be proud 
of permitting a tramp to preach anarchy 
from a soapbox when you forbid a King to 
state his case to Parliament, press or people? 

No one, I think, who listened to Edward’s 
farewell speech found, either in form or con- 
tent, anything to criticise adversely. Within 
a few hours of delivering the speech, the ex- 
King was out of England, headed for Aus- 
tria. He had solemnly renounced both throne 
and succession; politically speaking, he had 
become a private person. 

Almost as soon as the tears of listeners 
were dried, the B. B. C. (Government-con- 
trolled) forbade the manufacture and sale 
of phonograph records of the speech. Ed- 
ward had hardly settled in his Austrian re- 
treat when the Archbishop of Canterbury 
went on the air to slander him. British news- 
papers did their best to suppress information 
about his movements. P 

Meanwhile, the Coronation Committee pro- 
ceeded to imitate the late P. T. Barnum, 
and tried to “sell” George VI and the Em- 
pire to the world by every theatrical device 
from the ritual in the Abbey to Cinder- 
ella’s glass coach and the Kohinoor.

After the coronation was over and the 
debris swept up, Britons became aware that, 
all legal obstacles to Edward’s marriage hav- 
ing been removed, he would presently marry, 
Those powerful individuals who had already 
deprived Edward, as far as they were able, 
of liberty, good report and fair dealing, set- 
tled down to perfect their vengeance. They 
had, naturally, no difficulty in keeping Ed- 
ward off the civil list and flinging him back 
on his relatives for support. 

They announced that they were going te 
deprive Edward of the services of an Angli- 
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can clergyman for the ceremony. They also 
forbade the attendance at the wedding of 
any member of Edward's family, and ex- 
tended the prohibition to all individuals in 
Government service. 

Then came the most extravagant of all the 
gestures: the extraordinary document in 
which George VI proclaimed that the law- 
ful wife of H. R. H. the Duke of Windsor 
will not be H. R. H. the Duchess of Wind- 
sor. This proclamation was issued just as 
Stanley Baldwin left office and Neville 
Chamberlain took over. It was implied that, 
though Chamberlain approved, the procla- 
mation was really Baldwin's last act as 
Prime Minister. 

One almost wishes that Mr. Baldwin had 
consented to sit in the House of Lords as 
Earl of Bedlam. Only thus could a Prime 
Minister who, in December, 1936, told his 
monarch that a morganatic status does not 
exist in British law and that any woman he 
married would necessarily and automatical- 
ly take his rank, and who, then, in May, 
1937, announced that the woman he married 
did not take his rank—only thus, one feels, 
could such a Prime Minister begin to ex- 
plain himself. 

The part played by the Archbishops is 
even uglier. For while it is not part of a 
Prime Minister's job to be a Christian, pre- 
sumably Christianity is expected of prelates. 

It is none of our business that English 
dissenters should be taxed to support the 
church of a minority, or that Bishops of that 
minority should sit ex officio in the upper 
house—but those are not facts that rouse 
the sympathy of a free people. 

+ . . 

The English have put about a certain esti- 
mate of themselves. In a recent crisis, they 
failed to live up to that estimate. Nor was 
it a case of momentary hysteria. They made 
an under-dog of the most popular man in 
the Empire, and, after they had got him 
down, they kicked him, not once, but many 
times. They kicked him over a period of 
months, and, as far as we know, they have 
not yet got through kicking him. 

The Duke of Windsor is not our affair, and 
we Americang have no right, no desire, to 
complain of what the British do to him. 
What we have a right to complain of is any 
pretension on the part of the British people 
to being clear thinkers or good sportsmen. 

There is a sentence of Kipling’s in his 
posthumously published book which it would 
do Americans no harm to ponder. In that 
sentence, Stanley Baldwin’s cousin tells us 
what he really thought of us: 

“And always the marvel—to which Cana- 
dians seemed insensible—was that on one 
side of an imaginary line should be safety, 
law, honor and obedience, and on the other 
frank, brutal decivilization: and that, despite 
this, Canada should be impressed by any 
aspect whatever of the United States.” 

The American, musing on recent events,

And he further advocated: “The 
suppression of unnecessary offices, 
of useless establishments and ex- 
penses, enabling us to discontinue 
our internal taxes. 
our land with officers, and opening 
our doors to their intrusions, have 
already begun that process of domi- 
ciliary vexation which once en- 
tered is scarcely to be restrained 
from reaching successively every 
article of property and com- 
merce.”

The form of commonwealth which 
Jefferson envisaged, in which every 
individual should be free by reason 
of holding land, and in which gov- 
ernment could therefore be reduced 
to an absolute minimum of restrain- 
ing men from injuring one an- 
other, and maintaining public or- 
der, never developed in this coun- 
try. Hamilton, with less idealism, 
but a more accurate vision, fore- 
saw more closely the development 
which actually occurred. 

Had Jefferson lived and kept his 
philosophy without fundamental 
change, he would have favored ev- 
ery measure tending to break up 
monopolies, restrict the powers of 
banks and stock exchanges, end 
land tenancy and divest big busi- 
ness of special privileges, subsidies 
and tariff protection, but he could 
never have been for the wholesale 
distribution of compensating privi- 
leges through the medium of a 
powerful and highly centralized 
state kept in power by appeals for 
support to subsidized masses. To

The sum- 
mer fruits, strawberries, raspber- 
ries and blackberries are already 
tn the jelly glasses and now is the 
time for apple jellies, jellies made 
from the juicy crisp fall apples, 
rich in pectin to make a strong jelly 
and full of flavor. 

Apple jelly may be made from 
parings and cores of tart apples 
used in other canning. Discard all 
faulty parts. Cover well with wa- 
ter and cook until fruit is quite 
done. Strain twice. Add _ three- 
fourths cup sugar to one cup of 
boiling juice. When it reaches the 
jelly stage skim and pour at once 
into hot jelly giasses. 

Apple Sauce Jelly. 

Three dozen apples. 

Two ounces stick cinnamon.

: Place on Food List 


Mildly Acid Product Which Is Rich in Calcium | °°. 
May Be Turned Into a Number of 
Tempting Dishes. 


Cottage cheese isn’t what it used 
to be! At least in most parts of 
the United States. What grand- 
mother made on the back of the 
kitchen range, what old-country 
folk called smearcase or schmier 
kase, is in a decline. The fine 
grained, mealy product with its dis- 


tinctly acid flavor is found less and 
less. 

Yet that acid type of cheese is 
good eating. Where it is still to be 
found, it is likely to be a tempera- 
mental product. Not only is there 
usually a wide variety of results 
from the same farmer’s kitchen or 
the same milk distributing center, 
but also from one home or factory 
to the next. And because it starts 
its career with a high acid content, 


other type cottage cheese. 
Probably 80 per cent of the cot- 
tage cheese of today is 
flavored “popcorn” type, that is, the 
big flake, low acid kind made with 
rennet. 


sections it’s an inch flake; in oth- 
ers, a quarter inch. The larger the 
flake, the more whey is retained in 
the center, the less readily heat 
penetrates it—and the sooner it 
should be used, as it sours more 
quickly. 

Sweet rather than sour milk is 
used for the rennet type cheese, so 
naturally it keeps longer than the 
old fashioned acid kind. Its acidity 
increases gradually, but it can de- 
velop considerably and still be ed- 
ible and nutritious. 

Any type cottage cheese is a high- 
ly perishable product, however, and 
should be stored in the coolest pos- 
sible place and eaten as soon as 
possible. 

“The reason cottage cheese is not 
Mmore popular in some communities 
is not hard to find,” say specialists 
in the Bureau of Dairy Industry. 
“In too many places, dairies have 
not been putting out a uniform 
product. They’ve given cottage 
cheese the tag ends of their atten- 
tion. One day they’ve given one 
man the job of making it and the

Needs Low Temperature. 

Meat is perishable food and is 
best kept at a low temperature. 
Fresh meat should be placed at 
once in the refrigerator, and should 
be put in the coldest, or the next 
coldest place there. Meat spoils 
more quickly than vegetables or 
fruit, but. less so than milk and 
butter. Therefore the coldest place 
in your refrigerator belongs to 
these dairy products, and the next 
coldest to meat. 

Unwrap the meat when it comes 
from the shop. There is no advan- 
tage in leaving it in that paper, 
which is usually porous, and which 
is apt to stick to the meat, be- 
sides taking up room in the refrig- 
erator. 

If you are going to cook the meat 
within a reasonably short time, you 
may place it in a covered container. 
But the circulation of air allowed 
by a perforated container, or loose- 


ly wrapped waxed or parchment 
| Paper aids in keeping the 
fresh. Therefore if it is to be kept 
| for a longer period, wrap it loosely

Care of Cooked Meats. 
Cooked meats will of course keep 
for a longer period at higher tem- 
| peratures than frusn meat, but it is 
desirable to place these, too, in the 
| refrigerator. Small pieces, such as 
| left-over steak, chops or meat 
| cakes, do not keep as well as roasts. 
| Cooked meats should be cooled be- 
| fore being placed in the refrigerator 
'in order not to raise the tempera- 
_ture of the box. They may be cooled 
in a covered container and _ thus 
the drying and shrinking will be 
somewhat lessened. 
As with uncooked meat, for a 
| short period they may be kept in a 
_ covered container, but if they are 
to be kept for a longer time they 
should be loosely wrapped instead 
in parchment or waxed paper. This 
is true of the ready-to-serve meats 
from the shop, also dried sliced 
beef.

CHARGING MOB ACTION ese tes rm 


Two Ask $10,000 Each, Ac- 
cusing Rice-Stix Co, Execu- 
tive of Being Instigator. 


Alleging they were attacked in 
their -home at St. James, Mo., Aug. 
13, by a “mob,” incited by the man- 
ager of the Rice-Stix Dry Goods 
Co., factory there, Mrs. Agnes Shev- 
lin, a- former employe, and Mrs. 


Theodosia M. Huber, 73-year-old 
widow, with whom Mrs. Shevlin 
rooms, filed suits *~ Circuit Court 
today asking $10,000 damages each 
against the company. 

Mrs. Shevlin’s petition alleges she 
was fired as a seamstress Aug. 10 
because Henry Meyer, plant man- 
ager, erroneously suspected she 
was instrumental in an attempt to 
organize a union under auspices of 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization. Three days later, she 
said, Meyer assembled the women 
employes and incited them to march 
from the factory to Mrs. Huber’s 
house. 

When they arrived there, Mrs. 
Hubert stepped into the yard and 
told them to leave, but instead, the 
petition asserts, she was knocked 
unconscious. Mrs. Shevlin said she 
then retreated to her room and | 
locked the door, while the crowd, 
which by that time consisted of 
about 130 persons, milled about, 
threatening to kill her and demand- 
ing that she turn over a supposed 
list of employes who had joined 
the union.

About this time, the petition con- | 


tinues, Meyer entered the house and | 
stood outside her door, saying, 
“You'll never work again; we have 
your social security number and 
will have you blacklisted in every 
other factory.” 

Meantime, several women opened 
a window and one of them reached 
in and grabbed Mrs. Shevlin's 
dress, whereupon the latter, ir. self- 
defense, struck at the woman with 
scissors, the petition said. Meyer 
then called a policeman, who took 
Mrs. Shevlin to jail, but she was 
released two hours later after a 
warrant against her, sought by 
Meyer, was refused, the petition 
continues. 

Because of nervousness and hu- 
miliation Mrs. Shevlin says she suf- 
fered and particularly because of 
the alleged “blacklisting,” by which 
she has lost her means of liveli- 
hood, Mrs. Shevlin seeks $5000 ac- 
tual and $5000 punitive damages.

NAPLES, Aug. 26. 


HE Roma is alongside the 
T swenest landing stage I ever be-

SOUTHAMPTON, L. L, Aug. 27.— 
Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of the 
Treasury from 1921 to 1932, former 
Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James’s and one of the leading in- 
dustrialists of the country, died 
jast evening at 8:10 o'clock at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. David 
K E. Bruce. He was 82 years old. 
Mr. Mellon died of uremia and 
pronchopneumonia. Mrs. Bruce, 


Melion, were with him at the time 
of his death. Dr. T. J. Abernethy 
of Washington, Mr. Mellon’s physi- 
cian, was with him also, with a 
trained nurse. 

Funeral services will be held in 
Pittsburgh where he had his home, 
at 2:30 p. m. tomorrow at the East 
Liberty Presbyterian Church, a 
magnificent edifice made possible 
by benefactions of Mellon and his 
brother. 

The body will be started for 
Pittsburgh about 9 p. m. today 
aboard the Pioneer, a private car 
to be attached to a special train 
to New York bearing members of 
the Mellon family. 

In New York the group will board 
a regular train, leaving for Pitts- 

trgh at midnight and due in the 
Pennsylvania city at 8:06 a. m. to- 
morrow. 

During most of the summer 
Mellon had been staying at the 
home of his daughter here, In re- 
cent weeks he had been unable to 
leave the house. Within a week 
or so, however, Bruce had striven 
to allay fears concerning his fa- 
ther-in-law’s health. Mellon, he 
said, was not ill, but was suffering 
merely from weaknesses of his ad- 
vanced age. : 

Worked on Art Gallery Plans. 

At that time, Bruce said he 
was able to be up and about the 
house daily and devoted most of his 
time to planning for the National 
Art Gallery in Washington, which, 
with an art collection valued at 
Many millions, is to be his gift to 
the Ameri¢an people. 

This gift had been in his mind for 
years, and he had added to his col- 
lection with the gallery in view al- 
ways. Excavation for the ouilding, 
Which is to cost $15,000,000 and 
have a $5,000,000 indowment fund, 
has been started.
